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EXAMINER' S AMENDMENT 

1 . Pursuant to MPEP 606.0 1 , the title has been changed to read: 

-A METHOD AND APPARATUS FOR AUTOMATED REMOTE VOLUME 
MOUNTING USING A PLUG-IN INSTALLED ON A CLIENT— 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. The following is an Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance: 

In interpreting the claims, in light of the specification and the applicant's arguments, the 
Examiner finds the claimed invention to be patentably distinct from the prior art of record. 
Abdelnur et al., US Pat. No. 6,615,276 Bl, teaches the invention substantially as claimed. 
Abdelnur teaches a "NFS mounted" network resource using a client installed JAVA applet. (See 
Abdelnur, col. 5, lines 6-40 and col 5, line 61 - col. 6, line 21). 

However, the prior art of record fails to teach or suggest individually or in combination a 
system in which a plug-in module is installed on the client that is configured to receive a 
mounting command block that includes mounting parameters from a server, and automatically 
mounts a set of volumes by utilizing the mounting parameters. The Examiner finds the 
applicant's arguments in page 7, line 9 - page 9, line 5 of the amendment filed February 7, 2007 
to be persuasive. The applicant argued in substance that Abdelnur does not teach receiving a set 
of mounting parameters from a first server, and automatically mounting a set of volumes by 
utilizing the received parameters. The applicants further argue that the prior art of record teaches 
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an NFS system used by an application to make a request for a procedure to be performed and the 
result to be returned.
